The four main considerations when purchasing a new 

computer system are; 
The combination of these 

four factors will affect the 

suitability of the overall 

system for the desired’ 





application. It is very 
important that these four areas are considered and also 
matched for best overall performance. For example, it is not 
enough just to buy a fast 486 based system for a power 
hungry application; you must also. have the correct amount 
of RAM, a suitable hard drive and fast video. 


PU Type and RAM Size 


- This is the choice of CPU and memory that must be dhsssn 
for your desired application. There are 3 main choices of 
CPU in IBM industry standard PC compatibles; 


286 


The 286 CPU is a single tasking 16-bit processor which is 
now only really suitable for simple DOS based applications. 
With the basic requirements of Microsoft Windows really 
demanding the power of a 386SX as a minimum, the 286 
CPU has come to the end of its useful life as a new system 
consideration. It is a much better choice to choose a 386SX 
as an entry level system. 


386 


The major CPU platform for todays computing 
requirements are 80386 based and the new 80486 CPU 
which is really only an enhanced version of the 80386 CPU. 


The 80386 is a multi tasking 32-bit processor which is ideal. 


for Windows based applications and is the platform for all 
‘current and imminent software development. The two 

. different types.of 80386 CPU available are the DX and SX 
which are functionally identical within the 32-bit CPU itself, 
however the SX model has a 16-bit data path to the outside 
world. This limits its memory access to 16 bits at a time in 
comparison to the 80386DX version which has full 32-bit 


memory access. The 80386SX is suitable as an entry level 
Windows platform which involve running one or two major 
Windows programs. A basic 80386SX running at 33MHz 
with 2MB of RAM installed is ideal for integrated packages 
such as Microsoft Works for Windows. The 386SX is a good 
choice for entry level. buyers because it gives them access to 
386 software. However, with its 16-bit memory access, cial 
systems are not as fast as 386DX systems. 

80386DX machines do not offer any further processing 
functionality over the 80386SX, however they do provide 
more processing power. The combination of faster CPU 
clock speeds (MHz), 32-bit memory access and the addition 
of memory caching mean that 386DX systems can 
manipulate data at a much higher rate than 386SX systems. 
80386DX machines are ideal for applications where a 
number of powerful Windows programs will be run ina 
multi tasking environment and typically are configured with 
4MB of RAM to allow for the running of multiple Windows 
applications at the same time.

The 80486 CPU can also be found in two versions; the DX 

and SX. However, both of these models are really hybrid 
forms of the 80386DX CPU and should be considered in 
applications that require maximum processing power, i.e.

The 80486SX combines the 80386DxX, 8K internal cache and 
memory management module on a single chip. Placing 
these three system components onto one chip improves the

This 
processor is identical to the 486DX except that it runs internally 
at twice the speed. The 486DX2/66 runs at 33MHz when 
accessing memory and.other mainboard components, but 
inside the processor all functions are performed at 66MHz. 
The DX2/66 is called a clock doubler and is the fastest 486 
available.

Memory caching is required on the faster 80386DX and 
80486 processors in order to act as a buffer between the fast 
processor and the relatively slower main memory. The 
cache contains a block (typically 256K) of the main memory 
contents in its buffer and the CPU reads information from 
the high speed cache RAM at its full processor speed. 
When the information required cannot be found within the 
cache contents the processor must wait for this information 
to be loaded from the main memory to cache. In-practical 
terms although the cache size is relatively small (256K) 
compared to the typical system memory of 4 or 8MB the 
“Hit Rate” of reading information from the cache is 
typically 95%.

‘The major considerations in choosing hard drives are speed, 


size and performance. Although CPU performance has_ . 
dramatically increased over the last 10 years in the order of 
100 fold, hard drive performance has only increased in the 
order of 4-5 times. This means that hard drives can be a 
major bottle-neck in any PC based system so choosing a fast 
drive is critical. 


All PC Direct systems use the latest technology Quantum 
IDE hard drives which feature some of the fastest access 
times available, and in addition have aime oe hard drive 
caching built onto the drive. 


Hard drive caching works in basically the same way as 
memory caching, in that hard drive contents are stored ina 
memory buffer in RAM on the hard drive itself.

ISA (Industry Standard Architecture) is the IBM PC 
compatible 16-bit expansion slot specification found on 


IBM compatible PCs from 286 and 386 to 486 systems. 


The ISA format is the most popular expansion card BLS 
architecture available today and a huge variety of system 
options and interface cards comply with this format. 





The EISA format (Extended Industry Standard 
Architecture) is a 32-bit BUS mastering system which can 
be found on high end 486 systems. The EISA BUS is

designed to accept all existing 16-bit ISA BUS cards and 
offers the addition of a 32-bit based standard with the 
ability to transfer data between sub systems directly 
through the BUS mastering feature . The BUS mastering 
feature allows the transfer of information between 

_ memory and other I/O devices (such asa hard drive 
controller) without using the main CPU or its processing 
time. The EISA standard is limited to only very high end 
applications and there is still a limited range of EISA 
expansion cards available. 
EISA systems are generally only coitegiatant for very 
large file server applications. To provide any 
performance benefit over ISA systems, an EISA system 
must be fitted with 32-bit EISA expansion cards. 
The latest bus system is the LOCAL BUS which offers 
most of the advantages of EISA but without the price 
premium. LOCAL BUS is a 32-bit direct connection to 
the CPU and operates at the CPU speed (eg 33MHz) so it 
is much faster than the standard ISA bus. LOCAL BUS 
slots are normally used for special video cards because 
high resolution video is one of the biggest bottle-necks 
on standard ISA systems.

What is a Network? 


A network is the physical connection of PCs through a 


cabling system. 
Ina PC based network the workstations are siuvtdianed PCs 
connected through an 8-bit or 16-bit network card installed 
in each PC. These cards are then linked together through a 
cabling system which is usually based on either the COAX 
Ethernet or the UTP Twisted Pair wiring system. This 
approach allows each PG to be used as a normal stand alone 
computer while having access to a wide variety of network 
“resources”. Sharing common information, data, printers 

and other peripherals is the major reason most users 

consider the move to a PC based network. 

Once a PC is connected to the network it has access to the
